regardless of Senate's decision.

In other business, Paul Wong, 
Arts and Sdence Coundl Rep- 
resentative, moved that the 
ASUS request $^3000 from the 
Coundl so that it is posable 
to expand "what the ASUS does 
for Sdence". 

lie said that ASUS Executive 
should meet mth the president 
of sdence dubs to find out what 
k needed in ways 'oirqieakas, 
conferences and sdence Journals. 
This motion carried. 

Wong also moved that the 
ASUS sponsor the cost of the 
posters in the upcoming Faculty 
EUedions. It was dedded to have 
aU the Arts candidates on one 
giant paster and all the Sdence 
candidates on another. This b to 
prevent vast scatterings of the. 
candidates' pcnslictcbes. 

It was also dedded that if tliis 
system of ^nsoring posters 
works well, the ASUS will amend 
its electoral tqrlaws to apply for 
aUASUSelectioiis. 

Wong again moved a resolu- 
tion,' this time on CEGEP stu- 
dents. He stated, "The ASUS 
should demand that the Umver- 
àty undertake immediate mea- 
sures of its own to' reduce C& 
GEP level fees in Arts and Sd- 
ence and that the University ap- 
proach tlie Qud>cc Government 
to eliminate these fees all togeth- 
er. The ASUS President and the 
Chairman of the Internal Affairs 
and Education Committee shtuld 
approach the University authon- 
ties so as to pressure for im- 
plementation of this resolution".

The 19 candidates running for 
the seven seats OD^ttae^ Senate 
have voiced simOiaf views on what 
they consider to be the three 
basic issues in the campaign - 
they want more student rep- 
resentation on . Senate, approval 
of amendments to the student 
constitution, and integration of 
the University into the commu- 
nity. 

The candidates contacted last' 
night agree that the UnWeisity 
should be governed by a uni- 
cameral body composed of one- 
third students, one4hird facul- 
ty, and one4hird administration. 

Some of the candidates dis- 
agreed on the composition of thé 
last third of this governing body. 
Some candidates suggested that 
this third include menobers of 
the Board of Governors. An- 



other candUate saU that there 
should be no members of the 
Board of Governors in this third, 
since it would be part of the body 
governing the univeisity. 

The majority of these candi- 
dates agree that the University 
should become more involved in 
the communities. One candidate 
said that the Umversity is now 
operating in a vacuum within the 
community and that this is very 
harmful to both the community 
and the University. 

The candklates agreed that the * 
amendments to the student con- 
stitution should be approved by 
Senate. One candidate objeded, 
saying that, in its present form, 
the constitution was invalid and 
could , not' be upbdd legally if it 
was'attacked. 

The voting will take place to- 



morrow; studenb will be asked to ' 
vote for seven 'of the 19 can- 
didates, the other two seats going 
to the Macdonald College rep- 
resentathre and Julius Grey, an 
ex-offkio member as Students' 
Society President Students are 
not allowed to vote for more than 
three candidates in any one facul-

Sam Boskey, a member of the 
New Left group on campus that 
is urging students to spoil their 
ballots at the dections, said 
yesterday that a spoiled baUot 
would show the illegitimacy of the 
dections. 

He added that the small num- 
ber of student senators is insuf- 
fk:ient to accomplish anything. He 
favours reform of Senate by out- 
side pressure and not by student 
senators.

Gray attacked the university 
,and other campus groups for 
' "allowing the dissemination of 
information on campus which 
Isolates freedom of the press, 
which indudes the freedom of 
l)dng right or wrong." 

The counter-charge invoked by 
Gray under Artide 14 of the Stu- 
dent Disdplinary Code states: 
"Every student who by an overt 
ad procures the Umitation of any 
person subject bmto, whether on 
the basis of race, creed, colour, 
religion or otherwise, is guilty 
of an offense and is subject to 
restriction of privileges, sus- 
pension, or expulsion." 

Gray charged that he is 
being made a scapegoat by the 
Evening Students' Association and 
is bdng unjustly attacked by it 
. because he chose to discuss 
sacred cows in his paper. 



He pointed out that the students' 
coundls of ^both.^tbe,.dayi and 
evening studentsrm as 'much a 
part of the "Establishment" as 
tlie administration b. He claimed 
that David Bowman, last year's 
editor of the georgian, the day 
students' paper, was fhred after 
last ^)«aifs|i^pniputer crisis 
"becausel^befbecsihe the scape- 
' goat of the Students' Sodety." 

The Paper has already been 
suqiended by John O'Brien, prin- 
dpal of Sir George, pending an 
investiption into the case. Gray 
feeb that this action is tanta- 
mount to judging him guilty. 

Magnus Flynn, dean of stu-* 
dents, supported Prindpal 
O'Brien's move, explaining tlat 
the Evening Students' Association 
must make The Paper l^y 
responsible to the ESA.

campus - wide referendum on the 
contract.

of confidence in this body."

SASKATOON (CUP) - A Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan stu- 
dent has filed assault charges 
against a Saskatoon Board of 
Trade commissioner for an in- 
cident whkh took place at a din- 
ner for local election candidates 
Oct. 29, 

Richard Thompson, a Saskatoon 
aldermanic candidate, supported 
by the Committee for a Socialist 
Movement, said he was struck on 
the shoulder and head by com- 
missioner Beit Salloum during 
the Board of Trade civic night - 
an annual "meet the candidate" 
dinner held during local elections. 

Thompson was one of seven 
CSM candidates for Cify Council 
and the School Board. 

The CSM b a provhicial move- 
ment of Saskatchewan leftbts 
who see the need for organiz- 
ing at the community level. It 
includes farmers, students, work- 



eis and professionals. 

According to Thompson, the 
encounter with Salloum took 
place after CSM candkiates did 
not rise with the other guests and 
applaud the entrance of a bead 
table party whkh hxluded the' 
Saskatoon mayor. 

"At first we dMn't realize what 
it was," he said. 

The CSM candidates later 
rose during the playing of the 
nattonal anthem, but "we didn't 
stahd partkulariy alert, and we 
were smoking," Thompson said. 

Shortly after thb, four or 
five people approached the CSM 
table, and accused the candidates 
of having "no respect." 

At this point, Thompson said,. 
Salloum struck him an open- 
palm blow on the shoulder whkh 
glanced off hb head.
